By-Laws 

ARTICLE I. 

Name of Club. 

Section 1. The name of this Club 
shall be The Woman’s Improvement 
Club of Bishop, California. 

ARTICLE II. 

Purpose of Club. 

The purpose of this Club shall be 
the promotion of better understand¬ 
ing and social relationship among its 
members; good fellowship; the dis¬ 
cussion and execution of subjects of 
general interest and betterment io 
the community, and other usual pur¬ 
poses of similar organizations. 

ARTICLE III. 

Membership. 

Section 1. The membership of this 
Club shall consist of resident ladies 





of the Town of Bishop and vicinity. 

Section 2. The membership fee 
shall be $1.00 per year, payable in 
advance. The year beginning Sep¬ 
tember 1st of each year. 

ARTICLE IV. 

Meetings and Quorums. 

Section 1. The regular meetings 
of this Club shall be held in the Club 
room on the 2nd and 4th Thursday of 
each month at 2 p. m. The meeting 
shall be called to order within 15 
minutes after the specified time. 

Section 2. A quorum shall consist 
of seven members in good standing 
and including the President, Vice- 
President or Secretary. The privilege 
of this quorum shall be to only 
transact regular business. 

ARTICLE V. 

Officers and Board of Trustees. 

Section 1. The officers of this 
Club shall consist of President, Vice- 
President, Recording Secretary, 
Financial Secretary, Treasurer and 
five Trusteesv 

Section 2. The Board of Trustees 
shall include the President and Re¬ 
cording Secretary. 





ARTICLE VI. 

Election of Officers and 
Board of Trustees. 

Section 1. The election of Presi¬ 
dent, Vice-President, Secretaries and 
Treasurer shall be by written ballot 
from three or more nominations. 

Section 2. The Board of Trustees 
excepting the President and Record¬ 
ing Secretary, shall be elected by 
written ballot from six or more nom¬ 
inations, the three receiving the high¬ 
est number of votes being elected. 

Section 3 Officers shall be elected 
at the first meeting in the month of 
May of each year. 

Section 4. The new officers shall 
assume their duties the last meeting 
in September of each year. 

ARTICLE VII. 

Powers and Duties of Officers. 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of 
the President to preside at all meet¬ 
ings of the Club and Board of Trus¬ 
tees; to see that the by-laws and 
such rules and regulations as may be 
adopted by the Club are enforced. 

The President may call a special 
meeting whenever in her judg- 





raent the good of the Club re¬ 
quires it, or upon the request of five 
or more members. No business shall 
be transacted at c. special meeting 
other than for which it is called. 

Section 2. The President shall call 
the trustees together whenever she 
deems is necessary and shall be 
subject to the advice of Trustees, 
and have direction of the affairs of 
the Club, other than those entrusted 
to the President. 

Section 3. The duties of the Vice- 
President shall be to preside at all 
meetings in the absence of the Presi¬ 
dent and assist the President in the 
performance of her duties. 

Section 4. The duties of the Re¬ 
cording Secretary shall be to keep a 
correct record of the proceedings of 
the Club, and receive and answer all 
correspondence of the Club. It shall 
be her duty to have charge of the 
seal of this organization and affix 
same to all documents and papers 
requiring the same. 

In the absence of the President and 
Vice-President it is the duty of the 
Secretary to call the meeting to 
order and preside while the assembly 
proceed to elect a President pro-tem. 









To read papers to be acted upon 
when requested to do so. To make 
out in order and hand to the Presi¬ 
dent before each meeting the items 
of business for the meeting, and per¬ 
form such other duties as may be re¬ 
quired of her by the Club. At the 
expiration of her term of office she 
shall deliver all books, papers, and 
other property of the Club to her 
successor in office. 

Financial Secretary 
Section 5. The duties of the Finan¬ 
cial Secretary shall be to keep a cor¬ 
rect account between the Club and 
its members, receive all moneys due 
the Club and pay the same to the 
Treasurer, taking a receipt for the 
same. To collect dues and notify 
members of arrears. She shall keep 
a proper membership book, showing 
date and number of each certificate 
of membership and to whom issued. 
She shall draw all warrants ordered 
by the President and perform such 
other duties as pertain to her office. 
She shall make a complete report at 
the close of her term of office, and 
deliver all books and papers pertain¬ 
ing to her office to her successor in 
office. 






T reasurer 

Section 6. The duties of the Trea¬ 
surer shall be to have charge of the 
funds of the Club. She shall receive 
all moneys from the Financial Sec¬ 
retary, giving a receipt for the same. v 

She shall pay all warrants properly 
signed by the Financial Secretary 
and President. She shall make a 
report to the Club at the close of her 
term of office and turn over to her 
successor in office all funds and pro¬ 
perty of the Club in her possession. 

At the beginning of her term of 
office she shall file with the Secre¬ 
tary a bond in the amount of $500, 
signed by two or more property 
owners. 

T rustees 

Section 7. The President and 
Secretary together with three other 
members duly elected shall comprise 
the Board of Trustees, whose duties 
shall be as follows: 

To have legal custody and control 
of all of the property and effects of 
the Club, and shall be legally liable 
for the same. The Trustees shall 
transact all of the legal business 
authorized by the Club. ^ 





ARTICLE VIII 
Standing Committees 

Section 1. The standing commit¬ 
tees shall be appointed by the Pre¬ 
sident as follows:

Section 2. It shall be the duty 
of the Finance Committee to examine 
all bills presented to the Chrb, and 
report their regularity and correct¬ 
ness before being paid. At the ex¬ 
piration of the term of office of the 
Financial Secretary and Treasurer 
they shall audit the books of the 
same and make a report in writing to 
the Club. 


ARTICLE IX. 

Amendments. 

No part of these by¬ 
laws shall be amended, altered or re¬ 
pealed unless a proposition in writ¬ 
ing be made at a regular meeting at 
least two weeks previous to the time
